FIRE PROTECTION CONTRACT 


This contract is entered into in duplicate this 1st day of 
October 1981, between the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, acting by 
and through its Mayor and Board of Commissioners, Department of 
Public Safety ("CITY M ) and HOLIDAY INNS, INC. (HOLIDAY INN). 

WHEREAS, HOLIDAY INN, is the lessee of certain improvements 
upon real estate near but outside the corporate limits of the CITY 
described as follows: 

3330 California Rd., Allen County, Indiana 

and, WHEREAS, HOLIDAY INN desires to be assured that fire 
protection by CITY is available at its premises: 

NOW, THEREFORE, the parties agree as follows: 

1. For one (1) continuous calendar year from the date of this 
agreement, upon the receipt by CITY'S Fire Department of a notification 
or signal that there is a fire on said premises of HOLIDAY INN, CITY 
shall cause the proper firefighting station or stations to send such 
firefighting equipment, materials, and personnel to HOLIDAY INN premises 
as it reasonably sends to other similar locations within the corporate 
limits of the CITY. 

2. For the firefighting services provided for herein, HOLIDAY 
INN shall pay to CITY the sum of Two Thousand Dollars ($2000.00). Said 
sum shall be payable upon execution of this contract. 

3. The CITY shall cause its fire department personnel to inspect 
said building, equipment and facilities periodically, at mutually 
convenient times, to familiarize such personnel with said building, 
equipment, and facilities and HOLIDAY INN operations on its premises, 

so as to: (1) determine the types of fire which may reasonably be 
anticipated on said premises; (2) be able to render service com¬ 
mensurate with existing service conditions; (3) to make recommendations 
relative to fire prevention. 

4. The CITY and the CITY'S Fire Department shall not assume any 
liability for the safety, well-being or destruction of any structures, 
buildings or the contents herein nor for individuals involved herein the 
execution of the contract. 



5. Notwithstanding the foregoing provisons, this contract shall 
not become effective until it shall have been signed by the Mayor and 
the Members of the Board of Commissioners, Department of Public Safety 
of CITY, and ratified and approved by the Common Council of CITY. 

IN WITNESS WHEREOF, this agreement has been duly authorized and 
executed as of the date first above written by the duly authorized 
officers and representatives of the parties.
